Do the Demociats Indorse President
Johnson’s Reconstruction Polioy ?

W=a notice that the Demoorats, in their various
conventions throughout the country, are making
ha#e to avow their support of the policy of
President Jonxsox with referencs to the re
storation of the Rebel States. We advise our
eager Democeatic brethren to go o little slow in
this matter. ln their hurty they may indorse
too much.

The reatoration policy of President Joassos,
0 far ne carried out, rests upon precisely the
same ultimate principles as that of Congress,
The only difference is as to daails—not as {o
pringiples. It is a question of degree—not of
Xind.

A litkle review of the bistory of this recon-
struction business will fully substantiate our
declarations, When, by the overthrow of the
Robel armies, the strnife ot arms had ceased, what
wias the aofual politieal condition of the Bouth ?
It was this:—In cach State there wns a Brate
Government, with its full array of officers, exeon
tive, legislative, and judieial, in full and undis-
puted operation. (We leave out of the account
the two or three States where there was a sort
of divided CGovernment, 83 in Louisanu, ete.)
These Governments had come down in rezular
and unbroken svocession from the old Goverp-
monts of these Slates while in the Union. The
Rebelllon had made no break in the chain of
contlinuous Siate existence, Bach State Govern-
ment had grown regularly out of its predeces;or,
Morcover, these Governments were the cholece,
the undoubted choice, of the people, Nobody
demies that. Scill furiber, they were the only
State Governments within those Siates, 11 thoy
were nof legal and valid Governments, then those
States had none alali. They were the regular
successors of the previous Governments: they
were the choice of the people: they were in
actunl operation: and they had no competitors,
It ia difficult to perceive how the case could be
made atronger,

Now, the Democralic theory is, that these
State Governments n the Rebel States, at the
ofose of the war, were loghl, valid, aad constitu-
tional—the true, as well as only, governments
there. The Democratic theory of the politicn|
effecta of the war demands this conclusion. For.
if these were not the lezul and valid governments
of those Btates, then they had none ; then their
governments had lapsed, ani they had beeome
mere unorganized communitics,

Now, what was President Jomnxsox's view of
the matter? Did he go to work upon this
Democratic theory? Was this the principle upon
whiob he commenced the scheme of reconstruac-
tion? By no meuns. He went to work upon
exnotly the opposite theory. He looked upon
these Rebel Btate governments as mere nsurpa-
tions, possessed of no legal or rightful authority
whatever. In cutting themselves loose from the
Union, by their own [ree and volantary action,
snd in waging war in thelr corporate capncity
upon the Unlon, they had ceased to huve any
pconsatitutional exisience, and were the mere
organs of Rebellion aod revolution. Accord-
Ingly, he at once overthrew them in tolo, Nota
vestigo did be leave of these governments, from
sovernord; legislatures, .and fudges, down to
magistrates, constables, and path masters. He
swept them completely out of existence. In
vain did they plead State rights. In vain did
they urge that they were still in the Union. In
vain did they contend that Rebellion could not
take any Biate out: of the Unlon. In valn did
they urge any or‘all ol the pleas which the
present Democratic theory of their status author-
ized thew to urge. The President wasinexorable,
They were mere Rebel oreanizations, having no
valid or constitutional existence, and out of
being they must go ; and out of being they did
go. HBven in the Amnesty Proclamation the
President specinlly excluded from its benefiis
“all persons who held the prelended offices of
Governors of States in Insurrection.” The Infer-
anes is rresistible that, in the President’s view,
during the whole war, the Rebel States were
without valid and constitutional governments,
And thigis precisely the view of Congress and
the Union party.

The firdt stop in the process of reconstruction
being to overthrow the unconstitutionnl Rebel
governments, the next stép was to organize
something in their stead. This was done accord-
ing to a certain programme laid down by the
President acd executed by his sgents, It was
nmo work frem the bottom, And now, just here,
did the President take the ground that these
States, as soon a8 reorganized, were entitled to
unconditional admission into the Unlon? By
no meang, He lnsizted that certain conditions
precedent must be pertormed by them before Ae
would recognize them a¢ entitled to ndmission,
Aund here, too, the principle underlying his action
and that of Congress i& identical. Each lmpobes
oertaln aonditions precedent to thelr admission.
it is only & question of particulars. The Presi-
dent aays, you must do one thing; Congress,
you must not oaly do that, but a little more,
The President imposes those comdiitions which
he thinks this safely of the country demands,
Congrers imposes such conditions as i thinks
the aatoly of the couniry demands, Each goes
upon the principie that some conditions may be
constitutionslly demanded,

Hence, we repeat the admonition to our
Democratio brethren with which we started out,
that in indorsing President Jomxsox they may
find that they are endoriing too much, The
principles of his reconstrootion polioy, us carried
out by him, are ldentical with these of Congress

sad the Unlon party. It s merely  difference

of judgment ar to what conditions onght Lo be
imposed upon the Rebel States hetore they are
allowed to purticipste in the government of the
country.

In our own
State, at least, the Democrmoy intend to
monopolize the whole affair, and leave the
Jonnsox men ouf in the cold, The Siate Cen®
tral Commitiee of that party have coolly ap-
pointed delegates for the entire State, without
giving the people a chance Lo choose thelr can-
didates, or sllowing the conservative Ropub.
licans to have any voice in the matter, Itls
perteetly consistont with that misnamed organ-
zation to Lake all power out of the hands of the
masses, and exercise it an a small and seleot
cotorie of leaders, The prople are rewarided for
yielding all their vital power by being given
soft phrases  and addressed as “‘gentlemen,”
“govermigns,” and the like. They gel o shadow
in exchatige for o substance, In this case the
usurpalion ig complate,

True, it s glossed over with excuses in regard
to want of time for distriet eleclivns, The call
was out in the early part ot the month, and cer-
tainly six weeks is enough to hold elections, it
the leaders desived the eleclion should be heid, Buat
such was rot their wigh, and the consequence is
that the delegates are appointed.
